matic corps that he was uneasy on 
the smbject of China. Russia, he said, 
had adhered unreservedly to the terms 
of Secretary Hay's ncte, but If China 
should violate the poiiton of neutrali- 
ty whether through bad faith or weak- 
ness, Russia would act quick."

The street railways will go into the 


fight much, stronger and better equip- 
ped this year than ever before. 
For 


he past 20 years of fighting the street 
railway people have gone into tho leg- 
slature as individuals or a few small 
:ompanles banded together, and in 
that shape the powerful Pennsylvania 
railroad has "been able to route them 
every time without serious trouble. 
Politicians in general feel that it the 
street railway .interests of the 'State 
band themselves together they will 


able to defeat the Pennsylvania 


railroad, strong as it is. 


The street railway Interests have 


realized this state of affairs, and iave 
agreed upon an informal organization, 
which will tako the fight into the Leg- 
islature and ask for the repeal oJ a 
special Act of Assembly passed about 
20 years ago, which prohibits street 
railways from being carriers o£ freight 
or packages. This act was secured 
by the Pennsylvania railroad when 
electric lines were still in .their ear- 
liest infancy, and at a time -when the 
country members of the Legislature 
looked upon the street railway as a 
serpent, and hated It accordingly. 


Within the past few yeans a great 


change of heart nas come over the" 
country members. 
There is scarce a 


county in the State now which Is not 
honeycombed by trolley lines. For- 
merly the farmer hated the trolley 
because It frightened his horses, scar- 
ed his cows so they dashed madly 
across the meadow and lost their milk, 
and many other equally trivial, but to 
the farmer very Important, reasons. 
Now the farmer sees .In the street rail- 
ways advantages which outweigh all 
obstacles. 


This change of heart among the 


farmers has brought a corresponding 
change in. the House of Representa- 
tives.^ Members now can vote to sup- 
port the trolley without antagonizing 
their constituents and jeopardizing a 
future election. 
With the local cap- 


italists in a score of counties banded 
together and bending their influence 
agai:i5t the steam railroad, the electric 
railway will have some chance to win. 


The trollev owners are not losing 


any time, and lines are already being 
drawn for th» repeal of the act which 
prevents the transportation of freigiht 
ot packages by trolley. It is believed 
that one of the first things done to 
the next Legislature will be to open 
the ball for ihe repeal. 


A few years ago the Pittstarg Ex- . 


press Company was organized Ia Pitts- 
burg, for the purpose of carrying small 
.packages and express matter from 
point to point in the city, and even so 
far away as McKeesport. This -com- 
pany operated profitably over the 
lines of the Pittsburg Railways Com- 
pany for some time, but suddenly 
suspended operations. 
No person 


knew why the -company quit business, 
but the truth of tihe matter was that 
the influence of tb.e Pennsylvania rail- 
road so worl'ed upon tne Attorney 
General -that the Pitts-burg Express 
Company was notified to suspend oper- 
ations, or have a writ of quo warranto 
served against it. The express com- 
pany simply ^ent out of business. 


Another v^ry important concession 


which, the street railways will ask for 
is tho right of eminent domain. The 
railroads possess this right, and can 
build their lines almos-t at will, con- 
demning property wherever it suits 
them. The street railways, especially 
those running through the country, 
will ask the same .privilege, as they 
can then make their request to carry 
freight with, more grace, having a 
private rignt of -way. Electric lines 
now buDt through, uhe country have 
to beg a right of way, and often musf 
•pay much more than the grant is 
worth, simply because they .have not 
the right of eminent domain.

At the Court House in Un- 


lontown After Vexa- 


tious Delays, 


TESTS WERE MADE TUESDAY. 


County Commissioners Did Not Have 


the Work Done by Contract, but 
Bought Their Own 
Material 
and 


Hired a Man to Oversee the Job. 


Uniontown, May 25.—The long and 


tedious job of reviewing the court 
ihouse was completed Tuesday and the 
county commissioners began an offi- 
cial Inspection, of the work at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon. 
Shortly after 10 


o'clock James .H. Parlohill started both 
dynamos at the electric plant in the 
old holler house at the rear of the 
.public buildings and the lines leading 
to all parts o£ the county buildings 
were soon charged. The public of- 
fices were then visited one by one 
and the lights turned on and the 
switchboards thoroughly tested. Wil- 
liam Helmey. who had the repair 
.work in charge soon adjusted any lit- 
tle oversight -that was noticed. 


When the lights in the larger court 


room were turned on. they made a 
beautiful effect. 
Ever/ Jlgltt was in 


the best of working order. Tie big 
chandelier in the center had 'been 
thoroughly cleaned and polished and 
th« old frosted globes changed to the 
clear glass kind. The globes on all 
the chandeliers in the center of the 
room had been, thus changed, snaking 
the lights much more brilliant. The 
chandelier on the clerk's stand was 
made detachable so that It can be 
removed, during court and thus be out 
of the way of the attorneys. 


On the second floor, including both 


court rooms and halls, there are 239 
lights, while on the first floor tihere 
are ITS. la and about the court house 
and jail there are nearly 1,000 lights. 


The rewiring was started about Feb- 


ruary 1, and with the exception of 
about five weeks, during March court, 
a force of men under Mr. Helmey has 
been constantly at work. Only those 
who ha~\e been in touch with It have 
any idea of the 'big undertaking that 
ut was. Xearly all Che old wires, 
which T\ere cemented beneath the raar- 
"ble floors, had to DP dug out. Long 
pipes were then ptit in and the wires 
carefully drawn through them. All 
angles were mode oblique in order 
to guard, so far as possible, against 
any trouble that might ai'se as a re- 
sult of the right angles. In ttie ^ide 
walls it. wab necessary to chisel a 
deep groove in the brick in order to 
bury these pipes deep enough to ad- 
mit o£ them being 'plastered over and 
thus concealed. The marble wainscot- 
ins had to be taken oB several places 
and the floors torn up hi order that 


tho pipes and wires might be pin 
into place 


Ever since the court house was 


built there has been more or less 
trouble with the system of lighting 
and thousands of dollars have been 
spent Irom time to time in an effort 
to patch them up. The xurtog, which 
was bad from the outset, kept getting 
worse, however, c.nd it was finally de- 
cided that the only safe and proper 
thing to do was to put in a new sys- 
tem throughout. 
When this course 


ftas decided upon the commissioners 
concluded not to follow the -usual cus- 
tom of letting it out by contract, but 
instead to buy all material and employ 
a competent person to oversee the 
work and pay him by the day 
Mr 


Helmej was the one selected and he 
employed a number of assistants, who 
have woiked faithfully since the job 
was begun. The commissioners claim 
that by the course pursued tho work 
was done .much cheaper than it other- 
wise would have been. 


The UNO dynamos are of the most 


approved pattern and although small 
are the best to be had. They furnish 
ample power without overtaxing their 
capacity. It is claimed that thd plant 
is one of the test equipped of the 
kind to be found in tihe State

turlher trouble is now anticipated so 
far as the lights are concerned. The 
cost of this remodeling has not been 
estimated 
Many thousands of dol- 


lars have been spent on the interior 
of the court house within the past 
two yeais and it is believed bhac ev- 
erything has now been done that will 
need to ho done for'many years -to 
come. This will surely 'be good news 
to the taxpayers.
